Attack Upon a Stranded Gunkoat by 
a Mounted Squad. 

After the actioy at Subine Cross- 
roads (in April, ISt4) the Lexington 
was leading the feet on the way down 
the Red river. A ritle fre was direct- 
ed upon her decks from the Confed- 
erate skirmishers on the shore. At 
one point the river widened out and 
the channel meandered through ap 
open stretch of comparatively shallow 


water. As the Lexington reached this 


open stretch the man at the wheel, who 
bad been replaced once or twice dur- 
ing the trip, was struck by a, well dl- 
rected shot from the bank. The little 
vessel turned sidewise tu the current 
and grounded bow and stern across 
the narrow channel. A squad of Con- 
federate cavalry, led by General Greens 
and ex-Governor Mouton, seized the 
opportunity for a brilliant coup. They 
rode out through the shallows, the wa- 
ter being up to the shoulders of their 
horses, keeping up such a sharp fire 
that the decks of the gunboat bad to 
be abandoned. The cavalry reached 
the edge of the channel, and it seemed 
for a moment as if they would be able 
to get on board and take possessiov 
of the vessel. If their attempt had 
been successful the vessel would have 
been sunk where she lay and the chan- 
nel would have been blocked. The 
next vessel in the column was still 
above the point waiting until by the 
movement of the smoke from the 
stacks of the Lexington it could be 
known that the channel was clear. 
The men on the gunboat finally suc- 
ceeded in bringing to bear a gun from 
below, and a volley of shrapnel killed 
General Green. Discouraged by the 
death of their leader, the cavalry turn- 
ed back to the bank. Tbe Yankee 
gunners again took possession of the 
deck and the wheelhouse, and, getting 
out their stilts (long poles fastened by 
swinging bolts to the side of the ves- 
sel), they succeeded; although still un- 
der a sharp fire, in pushing the bows 
of the vessel around and getting her 
again under way.—American Review 
of Reviews.

Accidents are Most Serious to 
Skippers, Though Some Ship- 
Owners are Lenient, 


The recent running aground of 
the big transatlantic liner Prinzess 
Irene, near the port of New York, 
and the spectacular scenes ensuing 
which culminated in the freeing of 
the ship, have brought to the fore 
the interesting question of what 

comes of captains who lose their 

ships, either with or without pas- 
sengers. 
_In the case of shipwreck or col- 
lision at sea the general rule of 
the big steamship lines has been 
that the captain who is at fault not 
only loses his place in the service 
but frequently has his certificate 
suspended by the licensing author- 
ity. This is one reason why cap- 
tains prefer to go down with their 
ships. 

A few companies, the North Ger- 
man Lloyd among them, are len- 
jent, giving commanders and oth- 
er officers another chance if their 
previous record is good and if the 
ship does not become a total loss. 
On the other hand, the White Star 
Line and others have a hard and 
fast rule that commanders who lose 
their vessels or are in a collision 
that costs the company a big sum} 
of money, are to be dismissed. 

Captain Inman Sealby, who com-

“Modern criminal slang-has ex- 
pressiveness- and applicability,’’ 
says a writer in Case and Comment. 
“It has taken our modern civiliza- 
tion to make the present day crim- 
on and to evolve his peculiar dia- 

ect. 

“To everybody the subject ap- 
peals as interesting, but to certain 
classes it is vital. I mean all de- 
tectives, policemen, lawyers — in 
short all persons in any way what- 
ever connected with the adminis- 
tration of justice. 

“Crooks can converse at will in 


the presence of the police or can| 


write to each other without being 
in the least understood by the un- 
initiated. The average policeman 
is known to the underworld as a 
‘harness bull,’ and the criminal 
feels a contempt for the officer’s 
knowledge. 

“Thieves from different parts of 
the country have different expres- 
sions, though after a ‘meet’ of 
Western and Eastern thieves an in- 
terchange of slang follows and one 
group readily picks up the sayings 
of the other. A critical study of 
this slang of the criminal world is 
interesting. 

“Take the pickpocket, who is 
called ‘a gun.’ ‘A gun’ is a thief 
who does not use force, which 
sounds like & paradox, but is nev- 
ertheless true. In this way he is 
unlike the ‘gorilla,’ the strong arm 
highwayman. 


A ‘GRAFTER’ IS A THIEF. 


A complaint or charge is a ‘rap’ and 
the complaintant is the ‘rapper.’ 
The one whose property is stolen 
is the ‘sucker’ and the Judge is the

It is the unwritten law of the sea 
that a captain must go down with 
his ship. Men dare notewrite it in- 
tu the contract, and nations dare 
not incorporate it in their navy or 
marine regulations, yet the tyrants 
of the sea know the law, and believe 
that to obey it betters their ser- 
vice, and there are few instances of 
its being disregarded. i 

It is the unwritten law of the 
army and navy that an officer shall 
not seek cover, or at least shall not 
show apprehension of danger to his 
person, in time of battle, and in the 
presence of enlisted men or com- 
mon sailors. In the Franco-Prus- 
sian War nearly four thousand of- 
ficers of the German army were 
killed and the great majority of 
them gave up their lives because 
they believed in the law of conduct. | 

The law justifying one person in 
the killing of anovaer has requirel 
the serious consideration of every 
country. Every criminal code pro- 
vides certain punishments for ho- 
micide, and many vt them graduate 
the punishment with minute parti- 
cularity, according to the cireum- 
stances of the killing, su that any 
one of six crimes may be involved

justifiable and what is excusable and 
with their interpretation by the 
courts attempt to describe the only 
conditions under which one human 
being can kill another and not be 
guilty of crime.

Alexander Hamilton Foresaw Its im- 
portance In This Ceuntry. 

There exists in the archives of one 
of the oldest among the cotton spin- 
ning families in northern New Jersey 
a long letter from a banker of New 
York addressed to Alexander Hamilton 
when be was secretary of the treasury. 
The banker bad beard that Hamilton 
purposed to build a cotton mill at Pat- 
erson, N. J. This project the banker 
condemned and stated that it was the 
opinion of all the merchants in New 
York whom be knew that pot in a hun- 
dred years would the cotton milling 
business in the United States employ 
200. 

Hamilton went ahead and planned 
the industria) town be named Paterson 
and also planned and financed a com- 
pany for developing a water power and 
for financing corporations thereat. 
Hiamilton’s original company, €nown 
as the Society For Useful Manufac 
tures, exists to this day at Paterson. 

The agent whom Hamilton sent to 
England to buy cotton mill machinery 
wus instructed to have it “knocked 
downb” and placed in small boxes that 
were to be marked “Bibles Sor the 
Moravians of Pennsylvania.” It was 
at that time against the laws of Eng- 
land to ship any kind of industria! ma- 
chinery out of the kingdom. Hamil- 
ton's brother and two of his agents 
were caught trying to ship the gotton 
mill machinery to Paterson, and they 
were imprisoned for ten months.—Cot- 
ton.

MALADIES OF METALS. 


Curieus Contagious Disease That At- 
tacks Tin, Brass and Lead. 

The alleged contagious diseases of 
metals is a topic that has been men- 
tioned from time to time, but shall be 
mentioned again because it tends to 
promote uniformity in our views of 
mineral life and other kinds of life 
and to discredit the fashion of regard- 
ing anything in nature as dead and 
inert. 

In a lecture before tbe Societe de 
Chimie Physique at Paris a professor 
spoke of the fact that tin when ex- 
posed to a temperature below the 
freezing point of mercury shows & 
kind of eruption of pustules in which 
the metal loses its ordinary shining 
surface, becomes gray and on being 
cut with a saw eitber falls to powder 
or breaks up into a bundle of fibers. 
This affection is capable of being com- 
municated by contact, for tbe applica- 
tion of a few grains of the powder to 
the surface of a block of pertectly 
sound tin brings about its trausforma- 
tion in a few days. 

In another transmittable disease of 
tin the structure of the metal is chang- 
ed and becomes crystalline. ‘his dis- 
ease has a special tendency to attack 
joints which have been soldered, but 
it attacks brass and lead as well 
Metals do seem more alive and of- 
ganized than the earthy minerals— 
Century Path.

They Spat Out Fury From Tongues 
Barbed With Flame, 
Dragons were importaut animals iv 
ancient and medieva! natural history. 
Until comparatively recent time no 
scientist ever thought of questioning 
the existence of this most formidable 
of beasts. ‘Tbe annals of Winchester 
for 1177 gravely state that “in thix 
year dragons were seen of many in 
England” Gesner, professor of nut: 
ural history at Zurich, gave a detalii:

It pos- 
sessed a long tail, u pair of batlike 
wings, four heavily clawed feet and 
a wolvine head, the jaws of which 
were armed wit!i very formidable 
teeth. The tongue was barbed with 
fire, and fury issued from the mon- 
ster’s mouth, and the heud bore aA 
crest. Dragons were the most wicked 
and vindicative of crentures. They 
seem aiways to have been to a tow 
ering rage and spent the greater por- 
tion of their time in rushing up and 
down the earth destroying everything 
that came in tbeir path 

Ibe origip of drugons was a disputed 
point among medieval saturalists. 
Some maintained that these animals 
were generated by the beat of India. 
Otbers were ot opinion that the volca- 
poes of Ethiopia used to belch forth 
the monsters. One scientist, Jobn Leo 
by name, declared the dragou to be a 
hybrid, a cross between an eagie and 
a wolf.

on. 
“The investigations of the last 
ten years,’ said Dr. Bashford, 
“have narrowed-down the cancer 
problem to an extent previously 
impossible. As far as experiment 
permits of any conclusion it is de- 
monstrated that the disease is not 
communicable’ from one individual 
to another but always arises afresh 
in each individual attacked.

Doubtless miost people are agreed 
that the radical discoverer and stu- 
dent of degeneracy, as pronounced 


a dozen years ago, went too fay with. 
To-day in| 


his exparte findings. 
Great Britain there are antagon- 
ists to the chief principles and the 
chief deductions of the old school 


of degenerative dogma. For ex- 
ample, the new. theom is that de- 
generacy—so called—is and has 


been the handmaid of evolution. 
Man must adapt himself to his en- 
vironments. If a poor, weak mind- 
ed, sloven shadow of a man is dis- 
covered in the darkened slums of 
the great city, it us io be decided 
that he is degenerate, or that, fol- 
lowing the law of evolution, he 
merely is adapting himself to en- 
vironment? There are portions of 
Africa, for example, in which sturdy 
black tribesmen in ages past have 
grown to the environment. The 
question is asked, How far would 
the white races of the northern he- 
misphere degenerate, weaken, and 
die if forced to take up residence 
in these sections of the dark conti- 
nent? And the fact that these 
white people did die, would it be 
degeneracy or rather nature's at- 
tempt by slow degrees to acclimate 
the newcomers 

Tuberculosis has been called a de- 
generative disease. But the fact is 


that those nations longest exposed 
to consumption are most resistant 


of it. The black man dies in the 
proportion of 7 to 1 of tuberculosis. 
Is this degeneracy, or is it evolu- 
tion? Slum life has been declared 
most conducive to degeneracy in 
crowded civilization, yet the Chi- 
nese and the Jews have crowded 
most in such environment and have 
not degenerated. That axiom in 
the theory of evolution is that the 
fittest subjects must survive. If 
puny children result from unheal- 
thy parents in congestion slums, the 
question-is asked, are these chil- 
dren puny because of heredity, or 
for the reason that slum environ- 
ments are imposed? And if chil- 
_ dren survive the parentage and the 
slums, are they degenerates, or po- 
tential fitter parents adapted in a 
greater measure to a slum future! 
In brief, the exponents of the new 
theory of adaptation along the lines 
of evolution are declaring that the 
only element expressive of degen- 
eracy in modern civiliization lies in 
the death rate from want or from 
diseases against which there is in- 
sufficient resistance.

When one wishes to make a delic- 
ious orange flower candy or con- 
serves the tiny bitter embryo orange 

jis picked from the blossom’s cen- 
jtre. Besides the soothing potion 
distilled from orange blossoms and 
known as orange flower water a 
syrup is made by boiling the flow- 
ers with sugar. A little of this 
syrup stirred in iced water makes 
a refreshing summer drink, while 
orange flower syrup poured over 
battercakes is delicious. 

In this country tloral sandwiches 
are generally made of nasturtiums, 
probably the most useful edible 
flower that grows here. Its young 
leaves, seed pods and stems, with 
or without the flowers, form appe- 
tizing salads and add to the piqu- 
ancy of sauces, gravies, meat dish- 
les, salads made of potatoes or herbs 
and pickles. In England the house- 
wife often serves sandwiches made 
‘of finely chopped spearmint spread 
between thin slices of buttered 
bread with salads or cheese. She 
also makes wine by mixing cowslip 
pips with sweetbrier, strawberry 
leaves, dill, a few tips of thyme, 
honey and watér, and boiling and 
fermenting this with yeast. 

The unopened flowers of the 
glube artichoke, one of the thistles, 
appear on the table as a vegetable. 
If they are left on the plant they 
open out into handsome purple blos- 
soms. Another food flower is the 
cauliflower, which Dr. Johnson is 
said to have called the finest flow- 
er in the garden. This is truly a 





vegetables served at the table are 
the unexpanded flowers of a vari- 
ety of cabbage. 

The caper is another familiar 
flower which is eaten, being the un- 
opened flowers of a spring bramble- 
like shrub of the Mediterranean 
region.

“IT am quite aware that from one 
motive or another a great deal of ef- 
fort and money has been spent in 
sending circulars to farmers to con- 
vince them that this Canadian treaty, 
if adopted, will do them injury.
